There 
are many savory ways of cooking it 
besides the usual stewed, broiled or 
baked ra b b it 
Some tempting methods 
are the following: 
Boiled With Rice. 
Pilaff of Rabbit.—Cut the rabbit in 
pieces, put in ti saucepan in which two 
or three ounces of butter or lard has 
been heated. 
When the meat is slight­ 
ly browned season with salt and pep­ 
per and add a medium sized onion 
chopped. 
Let cook ten minutes; then 
add live or six tablespoonfuls of rice 
soup. 
Moisten 
with about one and 
one-half pints boiling water and reduce 
by boiling. Cover pan and finish cook 
lug in oven. 
With a Savory Sauce. 
Creamed Rabbit.—Cut tin* rabbit in 
pieces and put them In a saucepan in 
which you have heated two or throe 
ounces of butter. 
As soon as the meat 
is slightly cooked sen son with salt auf’ 
pepper. 
Add a medium sliced onion 
chopped fine and allow to rook gently 
twenty or twenty-five minutes, By this 
time it should be done if the rabbit is 
lender and the onion a light brown 
Then add a half pint of fresh cream 
and allow this to tx*il for five or six 
minutes. 
Finish the sauce with a piece 
of lemon. 
Season further if that is de 
sired and serve Immediately.
